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Portugal to fight Russia’s cause in EU presidential term 


a Portuguese Foreign Minister Luis Amado 
has said that Lisbon wiii use its upcoming 
stewardship of the European Union to 
reinforce the bioc’s strategic partnership 
with Russia. 


Speaking after talks in Mos- 
cow with his Russian counter- 
part, Sergei Lavrov, Portugal’s 
top diplomat said EU-Russia ties 
would be central to Lisbon’s 6- 
month leadership of the bloc 
from July 1, as for “peace and 
stability in Europe it is necessary 
to deepen the strategic partner- 
ship with Russia”. 

International relations will be 
more stable “if there is conver- 
gence between Russia and the EU 
on major world problems”, said 
Amado, who had earlier praised 


existing healthy bilateral politi- 
cal relations between his country 
and Russia. 

The Moscow visit last year of 
Portuguese Prime Minister Jose 
Socrates and the Lisbon trip of 
Russian President Vladimir Putin 
a few months later have given “a 
new dynamic to two-way rela- 
tions”, noted Portugal’s No. 1 
diplomat. 

Speaking in turn, Lavrov un- 
derscored the “intense develop- 
ment of bilateral ties in all direc- 
tions, particularly in the areas of

Portugal to attend big-brother-in-the- 
sky conference 


Run for cover, blank out your 
car numberplates, remainhooded 
when travelling on public trans- 
port, and whatever you do, don’ t 
even dream of enhancing your 
home with a new conservatory, 
double glazing or an extra garage 
or bedroom - beware, the great 
spy-in-the-sky conference 
opens next month in Spain. 

Some of Portugal’ s largest lo- 
cal and regional authorities, in- 
cluding those from Lisbon and 
Oporto, will be taking their seats 
at the ‘Future Challenges for Lo- 
cal and Regional Authorities 
Conference’ on May 29* and 30* 
in Barcelona with their counter- 
parts from Europe, the United 
States and South America. 

The purpose - to update 
themselves on the latest satellite 
techniques in “monitoring the 
tracking of people, real estate, 
road tolling, traffic management, 
spatial planning and the illegal 
trafficking of people and goods,” 
according to the organisers of the 
conference, Eurisy. 

Keynote speakers at the con- 
ference will be Mr. Gerard 
Brachet, a member of the United 
Nations Committee on the Peace- 
ful Users of Outer Space, Profes- 
sor Danuta Hubner, European 
Commissioner for Regional 
Policy and Mr. Jean-Jacques 
Dordain, Director General, Euro- 
pean Space Agency. 

“The two-day programme is 
designed to encourage discussion 
and effective information ex- 


change on the challenges ahead 
from the user perspective, and 
also to present possible solutions 
provided by existing and planned 
space applications in the areas of 
Earth observation, positioning 
navigation and timing and tel- 
ecommunications,” Eurisy said in 
a statement. 

The statement goes on to say 
that the conference will provide 
“local and regional authorities 
with an insight into new Earth ob- 
servation methods such as the 
Global Monitoring for Environ- 
ment and Security, and Galileo 
satellite systems.” 

According to Eurisy, a heavy 
emphasis will be placed on the 
“spatial” aspects of satellite ob- 
servation systems, which pro- 
vide local and regional authorities 
with the necessary means to en- 
sure that planning permission 
laws regarding the construction 
of homes, offices and other build- 
ings are being adhered to by indi- 
viduals and the business sector. 

Transportation will also fea- 
ture high on the conference’s 
agenda with scientists explaining 
how satellites are taking over 
from land-based CCTV cameras 
in the detection of speeding mo- 
torists, untaxed and uninsured 
vehicles androadtollchargeevad- 
ers. 

The conference will also hear 
how a similar scenario is being 
created to detect escaped prison- 
ers, criminal activity and sus- 
pected terrorists. 


Enormous savings beckon 
for Portugal’s cross-borijer 
shoppers 


Plans by the European Com- 
mission to slash the cost of 
cross-border shopping in the 
European Union could see Por- 
tuguese shoppers saving them- 
selves up to 1 50 million euros a 
year, according to market ana- 
lysts. 

EU finance ministers last 
week unanimously backed the 
Commission’ s plans to create a 
single European payments mar- 
ket, which Brussels has said 
would allow consumers 
throughout the 27 member states 
to make savings of between 50 
and 100 billion euros a year on 
cross-border payments. 

“This is practical progress on 
the way to integration of finan- 
cial markets in Europe,” the 
German EU-presidency said 
Tuesday. The plans aim to make 
cross-border payments by 
credit card, debit card, electronic 
bank transfer, direct debit or 
other means as easy, as cheap 
and secure as payments in a sin- 
gle EU country. 

“The necessary legal security 
now exists not only for pay- 
ment service providers but also 
for the customers, the people in 
Europe,” German Finance Min- 
ister Peer Steinbrueck told j our- 
nalists. 


“Things are going to improve 
vastly for our citizens, it will be 
less bureaucratic, consumer 
protection is taken into account 
and there will be enormous sav- 
ings for people,” he added. 

This will be achieved by har- 
monising rules across the EU for 
retail payment providers who 
offer such services, opening the 
door to non-banks such as su- 
permarkets or mobile phone op- 
erators to muscle in on the mar- 
ket. Any cross-border purchase 
will be subject to the new rules 
provided the method of pay- 
ment meets minimum capital re- 
quirements and repayment takes 
place in less than a year. 

The EU is currently covered 
by a patchwork of national pay- 
ment rules that can lead to wide 
variations between the prices 
charged for payment services. 
For example, a bank transfer 
that is free in one EU country can 
cost more than 10 euros in an- 
other member state. Under the 
new rules, such disparities will 
be eliminated. The proposals are 
due to be debated in the Euro- 
pean Parliament next week. 

If the new rules are approved 
by parliament, member states 
would have to adopt them by 
November 2009 at the latest. 
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Power to the 
teachers, say parents 

According to a survey conducted recently, the majority of the 
Portuguese population says that the government should empower 
teachers and school administrators with more authority to combat 
violence towards educators on school premises. 


Significantly, 93.8 per cent 
of thosepolled replied that the 
government should reinforce 
teachers authority in respond- 
ing to situations of aggression 
from pupils. In 2006, 390 cases 
of student aggression towards 


teachers were reported. 

Commissioned to Marktest 
by newspaper Didrio de 
Noticias and communications 
organ TSF, the survey was 
based on answers from 807 men 
and women of between 18 and 


55 years of age, from the ar- 
eas of Greater Lisbon and 
Oporto. 

It follows a recent surge of 
concern for the rising figure of 
teachers being subjected to ver- 
bal and physical aggression. 


Portugal ready to welcome 
ousted Congo leader 


The Democratic Republic of 
Congo’s wanted opposition 
leader, Jean-Pierre Bemba, has 
been given permission by the Lis- 
bon authorities to enter Portugal 
for medical treatment and will 
travel there after Kinshasa gives 
the final go-ahead for the evacu- 
ation, media and officials have 
said. 

In comments to Lusa from Kin- 
shasa, Bemba’ s press secretary, 
Mawise Musanganga, confirmed 
that the failed Congolese presi- 
dential candidate had been given 
permission to travel to Portugal. 

“President Joseph Kabila has 
already given his authorisation 
but will consult with his prime 
minister before making a final 


decision”, added Bemba’ s aide. 

Lisbon’s ambassador to Kin- 
shasa, Alfredo Duarte Costa, told 
AFP at the weekend that an 
agreement “in principle” has been 
made between the Congolese au- 
thorities, Portugal and the United 
Nations to allow Bemba to travel 
to Portugal. 

Bemba, whose militiamen 
fought with Congolese troops 
last month in Kinshasa in clashes 
that left between 160 and 200 
people dead, has pledged not to 
take part in any political activity 
during his stay in Portugal, Am- 
bassador Costa added. 

The Congolese oppositionist, 
holed up in South Africa’s em- 
bassy in Kinshasa since last 


month’s deadly clashes in the 
city, intends to stay in Portugal 
“for several weeks” for medical 
treatment to a leg fracture, sources 
close to Bemba told Lusa. 

Bemba, a regular visitor to 
Portugal with a holiday villa in 
the southern Algarve region, pre- 
viously traveled to Portugal for 
medical reasons after breaking his 
leg last December. 

Fighting between Bemba’ s 
supporters and government 
troops loyal to President Kabila 
on March 22-23 was the worst in 
Kinshasa since Congo’ s first free 
elections in over four decades 
aimed to restore peace to the min- 
eral-rich central African state.

Prescription 
drugs to be 
sold at 

supermarkets 


Following the move two years ago when 
the then newly-appointed Prime Minister 
Jose Socrates announced that one of his 
government’s first proposals to be tabled 
for legislation could be the liberalisation 
of non-prescription drugs, comes news 
that prescription drugs will now also be 
sold outside of pharmacies. 


While the complete liberalisa- 
tion of this competitive market 
will be good news to most con- 
sumers, it will be tempered by the 
fact that the Health Ministry says 
consumers should pay more for 
the ‘luxury’ of having prescrip- 
tion drugs available at supermar- 
kets. 

According to Health Minister 
Antonio Correia de Campos, 


consumers will pay the full ask- 
ing price of prescription drugs at 
supermarkets, in other words, the 
state will not subsidise drugs as 
they do when sold off pharmacy 
shelves. 

As it currently stands, pharma- 
cies have been losing 225 mil li on 
euros per annum, since the liberah- 
sation of non-prescription drugs. 

The total pharmaceutical mar- 


ket is said to be worth three bil- 
lion euros in Portugal. 

Latest figures by National Sta- 
tistics indicate that there are cur- 
rently 381 venues (other than 
pharmacies) in Portugal licensed 
to sell non-prescription drugs.

Eurico Guterres, the only person sentenced for atrocities committed in 
East Timor, has blamed Portugal, Indonesia and the United Nations for 
the bloody rampages in 1999. 
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Child 
monitor 
accused of 
abusing 1 1 
children 

A 60-year-old man has 
been accused of 18 
charges of sexual abuse on 
eleven children aged 
between seven and 10 
years. 

The suspect ran an unlicensed 
childminding establishment in 
Bairro das Sapateiras, Loures, 
outside Lisbon. The venue is also 
reportedly ‘unofficially’ co-fi- 
nanced by the Loures city hall. 

ATL Pirilampo provided af- 
ter-school activities for the local 
youngsters, entertaining children 
with trips to the circus, football 
games, and excursions to a number 
of venues. 

The ATL was run by Altino 
Martins, an unemployed 60-year 
old who has been decorated by 
Loures City Hall for his “contri- 
butions to the community”. 

His acts were discovered after 
anine-year-oldgirl denouncedhis 
abuse to her mother. 

After being questioned by 
police, ‘Professor Matins’, as he 
was referred to, confessed to 
sexual abuse, neglect and cruel 
punishments. He added that he 
believed the children “liked if’, 
and that it was “normal”. 

Altino Martins is presently 
awaiting trial. 


Guterres, in testimony before 
the Commission on Truth and 
Friendship in the Indonesian capi- 
tal, called on Lisbon, Jakarta and 
the UN to apologise for their 
“negligence and irresponsibility” 
in the conduct of East Timor’s 
independence plebiscite nearly 
eight years ago, according to a 
report by Australia’s Sydney 
Morning Herald. 

The former chief commander 
of pro- Jakarta T imorese militias 
also reportedly denied he had 
personally killed anyone during 
the rampages. But he asked In- 
donesia’s pardon for having 
“blemished its name internation- 
ally”. 

Guterres is the only one of 1 8 
Indonesian officers and officials 
sentenced by a special human 
rights court in 2002 in Jakarta for 
his role in the atrocities that left 
some 1,500 people dead and dis- 
placed about 250,000 from their 
homes. 

He urged the Timorese to 
“leave the past behind and look 
to the future”. 


The former Aitarak com- 
mander, who began serving a 1 0- 
year sentence in 2006 after failed 
court appeals, said he hoped to 
visitEastTimor someday to seek 
pardon tf om “the families of vic- 
tims” of the 1999 violence. 

He said he would be willing to 
stand trial in Dili. 

The Commission on Truth and 
Friendship was set up by Dili and 
Jakarta to determine the facts of 
the wave of violence but not to 
bring charges or try those re- 
sponsible. 

Human rights groups charge 
that the bilateral initiative is a 
“whitewash” of the atrocities in 
which Dili opted for reconcilia- 
tion, rather than justice, with its 
powerful Indonesian neighbour.

Numberofyoung 
people in Portugal 
on the decline 

A report published by the European Commission last 
week forecasts that over the next 40 years the number 
of young people In Portugal will decline quite 
significantly. 


The Eurostat report - un- 
veiled in conjunction with the 
European Union Y outh Summit 
held on the 24* and 25* of March 
to celebrate the 50* anniversary 
of the Treaty of Rome - paints a 
dismal picture regarding the di- 
minishing number of young 
people not only in Portugal, but 
also in the majority of the EU’ s 
27 member states. 

Currently in Portugal, 15.6 
per cent of the population is 
made up of under 1 5 -year-olds 
and 12.2 per cent of 15 to 24- 
year-olds. But these figures are 
projected to drop to 13.1 and9.3 
per cent respectively by the year 
2050. 

A similar picture unfolds 
across Europe with the younger 
generation aged under 1 5 in the 
Netherlands falling to 15.8 per 
cent of the population in 2050 
from its present level of 1 8 .3 per 
cent. Britain can also expect to 
see its number of under- 15s who 
presently make up 1 7 . 8 per cent 
of its total population drop to 
14.7 per cent. 

By 2050, the number of 1 5 to 
24 -year-olds in Britain will rep- 
resent 10.4 per cent of the coun- 
try ’s population as opposed to 
its current 13.2 per cent. The 
Netherlands will experience less 
of a decline in the number of peo- 
ple in this age group who pres- 


ently make up 12.0 per cent of 
the population - within the next 
42 years the level will have 
shrunk to 1 1. 7 per cent, accord- 
ing to Eurostat. 

The report says that three out 
of 1 0 people in the EU 27 mem- 
ber states are aged under- 25. 
There were more than 7 8 million 
young people aged under 1 5 in 
the EU in 2006, and over 62 mil- 
lion agedbetween 1 5 and24, cor- 
responding to 1 5 .9 and 12.7 per 
cent respectively of the total 
population. 

The highest share of young 
people under 15 is in Ireland 
where 20. 5 per cent of the popu- 
lation are in this age group, fol- 
lowed by Denmark with 18.7 
per cent and Luxembourg with 
18.6 percent. 

In the EU 27 member states, 
the share of young people aged 
up to 24 in the total population 
is expected to decrease from28.6 
per cent in 2006 to 23 . 1 per cent 
in 2050. 

The report again highlights 
Portugal’s shortcomings in the 
field of education. Only 49 per 
cent of today’s 15 to 24-year- 
olds completed a full secondary 
school education course com- 
pared to 91 per cent in Poland, 
82.6percentinFrance,75.6per 
cent in the Netherlands and 78.7 
per cent in the UK.

Portugal again 
prepares to 
counter illegal 
immigrants 

As the warmer weather approaches, Portugal 
is preparing to step up its efforts to intercept 
another wave of illegal African immigrants 
expected to attempt to flood its territories this 
summer.

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At a meeting of European Un- 
ion officials in Poland on Tues- 
day, Portugal, Spain, Italy and 
Greece were urged to cooperate 
fully with the EU’ s external bor- 
der agency Erontex in battening 
down their borders to prevent an 
estimated influx of over half a 
million illegal immigrants this 
coming summer. 

“We cannot expect migratory 
pressures on our southern bor- 
ders to diminish in the near fu- 
ture,” European Commission 
Vice president Eranco Erattini 
told a conference at the Warsaw 
headquarters of Erontex. 

“Demographic data show mi- 
gration will rise as the population 
of the world’ s 50 least developed 
countries is expected to double,” 
Erattini said. 

He pointed out that the chal- 
lenges ahead for Portugal and 
other EU southern member states 
in countering illegal immigration 


would pose serious social and eco- 
nomic problems. 

“We must remain very vigilant 
and also keep a look out for any 
change of migratory move- 
ments,” Erattini added. 

German Interior Minister 
Wolfgang Schaeuble, whose 
country holds the EU presi- 
dency, also warned of an immi- 
nent surge in illegal migration. 

“This spring we will again be 
confronted with increasing migra- 
tory flows via the Mediterranean 
to Europe and the related risks for 
the lives ofmany people,” he said. 

“It is of paramount impor- 
tance to cooperate closely on 
migration issues with the coun- 
tries of origin and transit along the 
EU" s southern and eastern bor- 
ders,” he added. 

Schaeuble emphasised that 
the surveillance of Europe’ s ex- 
ternal borders should be intensi- 
fied, not only because of the mi-

Under plans being proposed by several European Union member 
states, Portuguese giris as young as 12-years-oid couid be vaccinated 
against the sexuaiiy transmitted virus that causes cervicai cancer. 


Young girls in Germany are 
already being vaccinated against 
the virus and Italian health offi- 
cials have also recommended that 
1 2-year-old girls shouldbe immu- 
nised against human 
papillomavirus. 

The issue is proving to be con- 
troversial as some parents fear 
that the vaccine, which acts 
against a virus that effectively is 
sexually transmitted, could pro- 
mote underage sex. 

EU advisers are considering 
whether the HPV vaccine should 
be introduced across the 27 mem- 
ber states, which would of course 
include Portugal. 

The EU Standing Commission 
for V accination last week recom- 
mended the universal vaccination 
of girls aged 1 2 to 1 7 years. A rec- 
ommendation that was not ex- 
pected by public health groups 
until August. 

Although boys can pass on the 
HPV infection, the Commission 
has not recommended that they 
should also receive the vaccine. 

Around 80 per cent of sexually 
active women can expect to have 
an HPV infection at some point 
in their lives. And cervical cancer 
kills 274,000 women worldwide 
every year. 

In an editorial published last 
year, the UK medical j oumal The 
Lancet called for mandatory vac- 


cination against HPV for girls in 
all EU member states once they 
are 1 1 or 12-years-old. 

A study in the UK of parents’ 
attitudes to the HPV vaccine 
showed that most of them had not 
heard of HPV and were not aware 
of the role it played in cervical 
cancer. When informed, the par- 
ents expressed concerns about 
offering the vaccine to children at 
such a young age and the sexual 
health issues that could arise. 

Manufacturers of the vaccine 
have been accused by parents 
groups of lobbying Brussels to 
promote vaccinations against 
HPV across the EU. This, they 


say, will not only lead to an in- 
crease in underage sex but also 
pregnancies while at the same 
time leaving more and more young 
girls vulnerable to other sexually 
transmitted diseases. 

Gardasil, produced by Merck 
and Sandofi Pasteur, offers pro- 
tection against HPV types 1 6 and 
1 8, which are responsible for 70 
per cent of all cervical cancers and 
types 6 and 1 1 , which cause about 
90 percent of genital warts cases. 

UK-based GlaxoSmithKline 
also has an HPV vaccine, called 
Cervarix, under development but 
which has not yet been licensed 
in Europe. 


Maj or ecstasy bust at 
Lisbon airport 


Thousands of ecstasy pills 
and half a kilo of cannabis were 
seized last weekend by Lisbon 
airport officials, who also de- 
tained a Brazilian in connection 
with the crime. 

Reports indicate that the 
21 -year-old suspect, who is 
presently awaiting trial, had 
arrived from Amsterdam, Hol- 
land, with two suitcases con- 
taining the drugs. 

He was found in possession 


of 54,400 ecstasy tablets, 
weighing a total of 1 1 kilos, as 
well as ahalf-kilo of cannabis. 

Portuguese authorities are 
now enlisting the help of Brazil- 
ian and Dutch police to help 
with the dismantling of what is 
believed to be a major interna- 
tional smuggling network. 

The quantity of tablets found 
in the man’ s suitcase represents 
nearly 41 per cent of all ecstasy 
pills seized throughout 2006.

Lisbon has risen six places in the latest ranking of quality of living in major 
cities. The Portuguese capital has moved into the top 50, at number 47, 
moving ahead of cities such as New York or Milan. 


The 2007 Worldwide Quality 
of Living Survey by Mercer Hu- 
man Resource Consulting, pub- 
lished earlier this week has rated 
Lisbon as an “above average” city 
for the first time, giving it a score 
of 100.1. 

Scores are based on the qual- 
ity and availability of hospital 
and medical supplies and levels 
of air pollution and infectious 
diseases. The efficiency of waste 
removal and sewage systems, 
water potability and the presence 
of harmful animals and insects are 
also taken into account. 

Cities are ranked against New 
Y ork as the base city which has 
an index score of 100. 

The Worldwide Quality of 


Living Survey, covering 215 cit- 
ies, which is conducted to help 
governments and major compa- 
nies to place employees on inter- 
national assignments. 

Mercer’ s overall ranking for 
quality of living has revealed that 
Zurich again ranks as the world’ s 
top city, with a rating of 108.1. 
The city narrowly out-ranks 
Geneva, which scores 108. Van- 
couver and V ienna follow in j oint 
third place and score 107.7. 

Cities in Europe and Australia 
continue to dominate the top end 
of the rankings for overall qual- 
ity of living. Auckland and 
Dusseldorf share joint fifth place 
and score 107.3 points. Erank- 
furt and Munich follow with 


scores of 107.1 and 106.9 respec- 
tively. Bern and Sydney both 
score 106.5 points and sharejoint 
9 th place. 

The analysis is based on an 
evaluation of 39 quality of living 
criteria for each city including 
political, social, economic and 
environmental factors, personal 
safety and health, education, 
transport and other public serv- 
ices. 

Baghdad remains the world’ s 
least enticing city for expatriates 
with a score of 14.5. Other low- 
scoring cities for overall quality 
of living include Brazzaville in 
Congo (29.5), Bangui in the Cen- 
tral African Republic (30.6) and 
Khartoum in Sudan (31).

My experience of life is that 
we all make far too many as- 
sumptions, some of which can 
be quite damaging to others, 
especially when we act on and 
repeat those assumptions. 

Mary made an assumption 
when she went to the tomb of 
Jesus — to anoint his body and 
one has to say in her grief she 
obviously wasn’t thinking 
straight because there was no 
way she would have been able 
to move the stone from the tomb 
on her own. It actually came as 
a shock to her that the stone had 
been rolled away, and she im- 
mediately makes the assump- 
tion that the body has been 
taken. “They have taken away 
the Lord and we don’t know 
where they’ ve put him” is what 
she tells Peter in her distress. 
“They” - the nameless, face- 
less, vague enemy. 

I guess at the news Peter and 
“the other disciple” whoever he 
was, would have panicked and 
without further thought they 
run to the tomb, and see the 
stone is rolled away. Typical 
of Peter, stepping in where an- 
gels fear to tread, goes straight 
into the tomb and discovers that 


it is empty. The “other disciple” 
is more nervous, but eventually 
goes in, and they discover, no 
body, but neat and tidied burial 
clothes. No body robbers would 
take time to neatly fold the wrap- 
ping that went around a body, 
but people don’ t think rationally 
when they are bereaved. We are 
told that Peter and the other dis- 
ciple “believed” - believed what? 
That the body had been stolen? 
The authorities had taken the 
body? That Jesus had risen from 
the dead? No, we are told they 
believed and went home, not to 
me the action of men who thought 
their master had risen from the 
dead. No — Ithinktheyjustmade 
the same assumption as Mary - 
the body had been taken - noth- 
ing they could do now. 

Stunned, shocked, couldn’t 
believe their eyes — whatever- 
but they are a bit thoughtless, 
rather preoccupied with their 
own thoughts, because they 
leave Mary alone weeping. She 
is desolate. At that moment she 
seems a very solitary figure, and 
on her own she tentatively goes 
to look into the tomb of Jesus 
herself. Perhaps to double-check 
he’s isn’t there, and as she does 


so, she encounters two angels. 
Are they an illusion? Is she hav- 
ing a bereavement hallucina- 
tion? Is it reality? Does it mat- 
ter? Because what they do is 
point her to Jesus — not that she 
knows it at that point. 

Mary’s assumption is that 
someone has taken the body 
away, and she says to the man 
she thinks is the gardener “ They 
have taken my Lord away, and 
I don’t know where they have 
put him”. BUT THAT AS- 
SUMPTION WAS WRONG. 

It is at this point that Mary ’ s 
eyes are open as the risen Lord 
addresses her and says “Mary” 
and she responds “Master”, 
and she encounters the Risen 
Christ. And so have millions of 
people ever since, as they come 
to faith and encounter for them- 
selves the risen Christ. Whilst I 
believe their are sufficient his- 
toric facts to substantiate the 
resurrection of Jesus, the great- 
est evidence is of lives trans- 
formed as men and women dis- 
cover for themselves the Risen 
Christ.

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Barroso’s Commission 
under police investigation 



A spokesman for European Commission chief Durao Barroso admitted 
last week that police have launched a probe into alleged criminal 
activities among members of the former Portuguese prime minister’s 
team of commissioners. 


Spokesman Johannes 

Laitenberger said the Commis- 
sion was cooperating fully with 
the investigation, which was 
launched nearly three years ago. 

“The Commission is collabo- 
rating fully with the national au- 
thorities carrying out this in- 
quiry in the interest of shedding 
full light on the allegations and 
suspicions that exist,” 
Laitenberger told journalists in 
Brussels. 

“If s an ongoing investigation 
so it’s not appropriate at this 
time for the Commission to com- 
ment on this investigation. Until 
the end of the inquiry and facts 
are established, presumption of 
innocence must prevail,” he 
added. Laitenberger refused to 
comment when asked whether 
the people being investigated at 
the Commission would stay on 
in their posts. 

The European Commission 
was put on standby last week 
after police in Belgium, France, 
Luxembourg and Italy launched 
simultaneous dawn raids in a cor- 
ruption investigation involving 
European public servants. Mo- 
bile phones, computer hard disks, 
bank records, payment slips and 
expense accounts were seized by 
the investigators and forwarded 
to the Brussels prosecutor’s of- 
fice for examination. 

More than 150 police took 
part in over 30 raids on public 
premises, including offices of the 
European Commission and Euro- 
pean Parliament in Brussels. 
Homes, businesses and banking 
offices were also raided. 

The Brussels prosecutors of- 
fice said Monday that police are 
still questioning an undisclosed 
number of individuals over “sev- 
eral tens of millions of euros” that 
have been embezzled, and con- 
firmed that an Italian European 
Commission official had been 
formally charged together with a 
60-year-old man, who is a per- 
sonal assistant to an Italian mem- 
ber of the European Parliament. 
A third man, aged 49, who runs a 
private real estate consortium has 
also been charged. The prosecu- 
tor’ s office refused to name the 
men concerned. 

The investigation is trying to 
establish “the conditions under 
which some European public ten- 
ders were awarded, in the frame- 
work of buildings aimed at hous- 
ing European Commission del- 
egations abroad and the installa- 
tion of security equipment for 
these buildings,” the prosecutors 
office said. 

Prosecutors confirmed that 
the probe “is looking into 
whether European civil servants 
and company managers were in- 
volved in organised crime, asso- 
ciating with known criminals, 
violating professional secrets, 
forgery and breaking public pro- 
curement laws”. 

A corruption scandal in the 
late 1990s grounded the entire 
Commission. Last July, the EU’ s 
top court found former French 
premier Edith Cresson guilty of 
favouritism when she was a EU 
official in 1998. Her case was part

Common EU corporate tax on the way 

The EU is looking to introduce a consolidated corporate tax 
base by 2010 in at least 12 of its 27 member states. The aim is to 
give companies with a presence in more than one member state a 
single set of fiscal rules with which to compute their group taxable 
income. According to the European Commission, it would obviate 
the problem of dealing with up to 27 different tax systems. EU 
Commissioner Lazslo Kovacs said 12EU members currently sup- 
port the proposal to introduce a harmonised tax base, five are 
against, and the remainder undecided. “I hope we would be able 
to present a proposal to the Commission next year, and if we man- 
age to get a decision on ‘enhanced cooperation’ , another two years 
would be enough for implementation. So it could start working in 
2010,” Kovacs told reporters. 

Lithuania not spending enough EU funds 

Lithuania may be forced to return a sizeable portion of its EU 
financial aid if it does not start spending it. “I do not have good 
news - the tendencies of assimilating EU funds are getting worse 
in Lithuania,” European Commissioner for Financial Program- 
ming Dalia Grybauskaite said Monday. “Lithuania was ahead of 
other countries in 2004, but it has been going down since then. It 
is necessary to pay more attention to the environment, the knowl- 
edge economy, the promotion of employment and other areas 
related to investing in human resources,” she added. Recent data 
released by the Lithuanian government shows that the Baltic 
country, which joined the EU in 2004, used only around 30 per 
cent of its EU aid from 2004 to 2006. It is expected to receive an 
additional 1 0 billion euros of EU aid between 2007 and 2013. 

Greece calls for one and two euro notes 

Greece urged the European Central Bank on Tuesday to re- 
place one and two euro coins with notes as a measure to curb in- 
flation in the eurozone. “The European Central Bank should re- 
consider its position, because there is common conviction that 
one and two-euro notes are necessary for smooth market opera- 
tions, and their circulation can help combat price increases,” Greek 
Development Minister Dimitris Sioufas said in a statement. 
Sioufas, who made a similar call in October 2005, said one and 
two euro notes are essential to make people “appreciate the cur- 
rency ’ s value”. He said the best interests of EU citizens are the 
“ultimate priority, not the operational expenses of the European 
Central Bank”. Greece decided to repeat its proposal after the 
EU issued a special euro coin to commemorate the 50* anniver- 
sary of the Treaty of Rome which founded the European Eco- 
nomic Community, now known as the European Union. 

Poles protest over EU court’s abortion ruling 

Thousands of demonstrators marched in Warsaw last week 
calling for a total ban on abortion and protesting against a deci- 
sion by the European Court of Human Rights to award 25,000 
euros to a Polish woman who had been refused an abortion by the 
Polish authorities. The 3,000 people joining the rally said abor- 
tion should not even be offered when the pregnancy threatens 
the mother’s life - an unborn baby’s life is sacrosanct they 
chanted. The protest was organised by the League of PolishFami- 
lies and called for Poland’ s government to fight the court’ s deci- 
sion. Staunchly Catholic Poland already has some of the world’ s 
strictest laws on abortion. It currently only allows abortion before 
the 1 2* week if the mother’ s life is at risk, or the foetus is un viable 
or as the result of incest or rape. It is estimated 200 legal abortions 
are performed each year in the country. 

Cypriots not in favour of adopting the euro 

A narrow maj ority of Cypriots do not want to j oin the eurozone 
as planned in January next year, the results of an opinion poll 
indicated Tuesday. The Cyprusbarometer 2006 annual survey 
showed that 5 1 per cent of respondents disagreed with Cyprus 
adopting the euro, while 41 per cent supported the move. This is 
a change from the 2005 survey when 46 per cent of respondents 
were in favour of the euro and only 4 1 per cent against. The sur- 
vey of 1 ,000 people did not give a reason for the euro’ s dimin- 
ished attraction. Last month, the Cyprus parliament voted in 
favour of adopting the euro despite opposition from a senior 
partner in the island’ s ruling coalition.

A Dutch resident in the Algarve has caused a stir after confirming that the 
recently-launched and extensively criticised ‘Allgarve’ branding name was 
actually registered in his name as a website in 2004. 


Dozens of Bajouca 
residents came together 
this weekend to protest 
against the completion of a 
new tunnel, intended to 
connect the locality to Monte 
Redondo as they 
considered it to be “too 
small”. 

Standing firm in front of the 
warehouse used to store the eon- 
struetion tools and materials, the 
demonstrators refused to budge, 
bloeking aeeess to impede further 
works from taking plaee on the 
A17 motorway. 

Mayor of Bajouea, Helder 
Estrada, said, “The population is 
willing to go to any lengths to 
prevent works from restarting”. 

In the final stages of eomple- 
tion, the tunnel measures five 
metres in width, for walkways 
and traffie eireulating in both di- 
reetions, something that Mayor 
Estrada eonsiderers “unsatisfae- 
tory” for the population’ s needs. 

“We were told that work 
would reeommenee today” he 
said, “but we won’t let if’. 

A round-the-eloek bloekage 
was ereated using vehieles and 
human barriers, and the 
protestors are adamant they will 
remain in plaee until road eompa- 
nies Brisa and EP (Estradas de 
Portugal) have aeknowledged 
their diseontentment. 

The tunnel ’ s small dimensions 
drove Leiria City Hall, to whieh 
the municipality of Bajouca be- 
longs, to ineite legal aetion dur- 
ing the first phases of the strue- 
ture’s eonstruction.

News, forty-six-year-old Klass 
Eggens, holder of the domain 
name ‘Allgarve ’ and resident in 
the Lagoa area, said that at the 
time the news broke, he was “out 
of the eountry, in Holland”, and 
had no idea. 

“When I eame baek my phone 
was ringing and my e-mail inbox 
was full of messages”, he said, “I 
had no idea what was going on”. 

Having lived in the Algarve for 
several years, the Dutehman 
spends his time between Portu- 
gal and Holland. The brand name 
‘Allgarve ’ eame up some “four 
or five” years ago as Klass toyed 
with various business ideas. 

When asked if he was eonsid- 
ering legal aetion, he told The 
Portugal News, “At the moment 
I am not really sure what to do. I 
am talking to some friends and 
getting adviee.” 

He explained that the name was 
devised with the sense of eneom- 
passing ‘everything in the Al- 
garve’, the same sense as that of 
the Portuguese government. 

The latest take on “Allgarve” 
was revealed two weeks ago by 
Eeonomy Minister Manuel 
Pinho, in a campaign created by 
graphie design eompany 
Mybrand. 

A letter delivered to the Minis- 
try of Eeonomy this week by Al- 
garve MP Mendes Bota ques- 
tioned “if, given the presently de- 
nounced situation, do you eon- 


sider it, or not, feasible to eontinue 
the eampaign in these eonditions”. 

In a previous letter to the par- 
liament he had also argued “This

Portugal clears the 
way for enlargement 
of ED free travel zone 

Portugal last week provided nine new European Union 
nations with a software programme that wiii aiiow them 
to join the free travei Schengen zone in December 
whereby citizens from EU countries can travei freeiy into 
other member states without the necessity of 
passports, identity cards or other cross border 
documentation. 


The programme was pre- 
sented to the justiee and inte- 
rior ministers of the Czeeh Re- 
publie, Estonia, Hungary, 
Latvia, Lithuania, Malta, Po- 
land, Slovakia and Slovenia at a 
eeremony in Lisbon presided 
over by Prime Minister Jose 
Soerates. 

It will allowthenewEU eoun- 
tries to share the personal de- 
tails of their eitizens with other 
member states of the free travel 
area via the Sehengen Informa- 
tion System - a key require- 
ment of membership of the no- 
borders zone. 

“Aeeess to the Sehengen In- 
formation System is essential 
for us to be able to eliminate 
border eontrols,” said Soerates. 

Without the software pro- 
gramme, developed] ointly by 
Portugal’s border eontrol 
ageney SEFG and software 
firmCritieal Software, it would 
have taken the nine new mem- 
ber states at least another two 
years in whieh to comply with 


EU requirements regarding the 
doeumenting of personal details 
of individual eitizens neeessary 
for membership of the Sehengen 
free travel zone. 

The Sehengen Treaty, whieh 
abolished border eheeks be- 
tween its members, has been 
signed by 1 5 eountries - all the 
oldest EU member states with 
the exeeption of Britain and Ire- 
land-plus non-EU nations Nor- 
way and leeland. 

Thanks to the Portuguese ini- 
tiative, the nine nations ean now 
integrate into the Sehengen free- 
movement zone between De- 
eember 2007 and Mareh 2008 
provided they fulfil all member- 
ship conditions according to a 
recently-adopted timetable. 

Several members of the Euro- 
pean Parliament are lobbying for 
the Schengen zone to be ex- 
panded to include all 27 EU 
member states - a move that is 
beginning to find favour with 
both the British and Irish gov- 
ernments.

Portuguese cork supplies to China soaring 

Portugal’s Corticeira Amorim, the world’s largest supplier of 
cork products, has said that its flooring business in China, though 
still small, was growing at 30 percent yearly. 

“We ’ ve been in the (Chinese) market for five years and are present 
in all the eastern coastal cities, but our objective is to expand ring- 
wise to cities in the interior”, Amorim’ s Mario Costa told the Lusa 
News Agency at a Shanghai trade fair. 

The company’ s goal, Costa said, was to double its 100 current 
sales points in two years. 

“The cork business (in China) is still not great, about eight mil- 
lion euros yearly, but what encourages us is the rate of growth” of 
30 percent per year, he added. 

The Amorim group, the global leader in cork products, exports 
worldwide and has 35 production units in Portugal, Spain, Mo- 
rocco and Tunisia. TPN/Lusa 

Senior official in Moscow to boost business ties 

A senior Portuguese trade official began a three-day visit to the 
Russian capital this week aimed to boost trade relations, officials said. 

Accompanied by a business delegation, Fernando Serrasqueiro, 
Lisbon’ s state secretary for trade, services and consumer defence, 
is scheduled to attend two Moscow trade fairs and hold talks with 
Russian officials and business leaders. 

During his stay, Serrasqueiro will visit the MosBuild construc- 
tion materials trade fair, where 12 Portuguese companies are 
present, and the MosShoes fair, where eight Portuguese firms have 
exhibits. TPN/Lusa 

Property prices fall in capital 

Since the beginning of 2007, property prices throughout Lis- 
bon have fallen significantly, latest figures show. 

Used properties represent two thirds of Lisbon’s real estate 
market as well as that of the national market. 

As buyers are diminishing the number of available properties is 
rising significantly. Unsold apartments have risen by 8 .5 per cent, 
and the percentage of available villas increased by 77 per cent.

The annual World Economic 
Forum (WEE) survey for 2006 
places Portugal in 28th position 
out of 122 countries worldwide 
in its “Networked Readiness In- 
dex”, which measures how pro- 
gressive nations are in imple- 
menting information and commu- 
nication technologies (ICT) to 
connect their economies to the 
global market. 

Portugal jumped five places 
from its 2005 ranking to leapfrog 
Spain which is now rated in 32""^ 
spot. 

The wee’s index measures 
the commitment of countries to 
exploit the opportunities pre- 
sented by ICT for development 
and increased competitiveness. 
The annual report is produced in 
cooperation with INSEAD, the 
international business school. 

It is intended to not only pro- 
vide a snapshot of countries’ 
strengths and weaknesses in ICT 
development and capacity for 
competitiveness, but also offers 
policy-makers and business lead- 
ers a platform for discussion. 


Commenting on Portugal’s 
performance in last week’s 
rankings, a spokesman for WEE 
said improvements in the appli- 
cation of ICT in the country’s 
business sector were beginning to 
become evident and would no 
doubt form the basis for even 
better performances in the fu- 
ture. 

However, Portugal still has 
quite some way to go if it is to 
catch up with Denmark in the ICT 
stakes. 

For the first time, the 
Scandinavian country came top 
of the WEE’ s Networked Readi- 
ness Index. According to the 
WEE, Denmark’s climb to the 
top can be tracked back to its ex- 
cellent “regulatory environ- 
ment”, together with its govern- 
ment’s leadership and vision in 
“leveraging information and 
communication technologies for 
growth”. 

“Nordic countries have shown 
how an early focus on education, 
innovation and promotion of ICT 
penetration and diffusion is a 


winning strategy for increased 
networked readiness and com- 
petitiveness,” said Irene Mia, 
Senior Economist at the WEE. 

“Denmark, in particular, has 
benefited from very effective 
government e-leadership, re- 
flected in early liberalisation of 
the telecommunications sector, a 
first-rate regulatory framework 
and large availability of e-gov- 
emment services,” explained Ms. 
Mia. 

Both Sweden and the Nether- 
lands have climbed six places in 
this year’s rankings, with Swe- 
den reaching second place, and 
the Netherlands moving up to 
sixth position. 

Other European countries in 
the top ten are Finland (4), Swit- 
zerland (5), Iceland (8), UK (9) 
and N orway (10). The remaining 
positions are occupied by Singa- 
pore in 3'^'^., place and the United 
States in 7*., slot. 

Germany, Austria, Ireland and 
France finished in 16*., 17*., 
2 PC and 23 rd. , positions respec- 
tively. 


Who said marriage was sim- 
ple? Or being single, for that 
matter. But when it comes to 
tax time, it’ s best to be informed 
so you make the best of your lot. 
Over all, marital status works as 
follows: single, widowed and 
divorced taxpayers submit an 
individual return; couples must 
file a joint declaration. Sepa- 
rated couples who are not di- 
vorced may file separately. This 
is usually advisable since both 
spouses are responsible for 
meeting all fiscal obligations 
under ajoint return. All unmar- 
ried couples living together for 
more than two years, whether 
of different or the same sex, may 
also file a j oint return. 

The following questions 
and answers should point you 
in the right direction. 

Questions and Answers: 

/ got married in October. 
Should my wife and 1 file 
separate returns for the period 
of the year that we were still 
single ? 

No. You may only file a joint 
return because it is your 
status at the end of the tax 
year that counts. This, in fact, 
should work out to be in your 
favour since a couple 
normally pays less tax than 
two individuals. 

My boyfriend and I have been 
living together for several 
years. Should we file separate 
returns or can we file jointly ? 
While either is possible, 
unmarried couples may file 
a joint return and both must 
sign the return. To qualify for 
this status, you must have 
been living together for at 


least two years. This status 
applies to both heterosexual 
and homosexual couples. It’s 
a good idea to run a simulation 
before finalizing your return 
to be sure which status is most 
advantageous. 

Attention: While unmarried 
couples are treated the same as 
married couples for IRS income 
tax purposes, there is no 
carryover of this equality to other 
forms of taxation. This is 
specially important in planning 
for Inheritance Tax. Unmarried 
couples normally have no 
succession rights, with marital 
and/or blood relations taking 
precedence. While Estate 
Planning is advisable for 
everyone, it is imperative in the 
case of unmarried couples. 

My wife and I broke up last year 
but we are not yet divorced. Do 
we still have to file a joint return 
or can we now file separately! 
Both ways are accepted 
although your circumstances 
may make separate returns 
more practical. If filing 
individually, remember that 
both cannot claim the same 
dependents or deductions. 

My spouse passed away last year 
in May. How should I declare? 
The death of a spouse must be 


reported in the tax return. 
The survivor submits a tax 
return, ticking the widow/ 
widower box for marital 
status and reports the fiscal 
number of the deceased. 
Both incomes, as well as 
deductions and credits, need 
to be reported on the 
appropriate annexes. 

In some instances, the estate 
may generate income prior 
to final resolution that will 
need to be reported as well. 
If there are complications or 
delays in the settlement of 
the estate, it is strongly 
advisable to seek 
professional advice.

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Hefty fines for

Portugal called upon to be 
more active in tackling 
foreignbribery 



In its latest country report, the Organisation for Economic Co- 
operation and Development (OECD), has said Portugal should 
raise awareness of foreign bribery in both the public and private 
sector and be more proactive in detecting, investigating and 
prosecuting cases of bribery of foreign public officials in 
international business transactions. 


The OECD says in the re- 
port that due to the wide range 
of Portugal’ s international trad- 
ing partners, including in coun- 
tries where risks for corruption 
may be especially high, more 
investigations and prosecu- 
tions of foreign bribery would 
be expected. 

Some of main recommenda- 
tions for Portugal made by the 
OECD were that the country 
take measures to disallow and 
forbid undocumented, confi- 


dential expenses in order to 
strengthen the tax administra- 
tion’s ability to detect bribes; 
amend laws to ensure the effec- 
tive prosecution of bribery of 
foreign officials, by establishing 
a fully “autonomous definition” 
of foreign officials that eliminates 
the need to define the foreign of- 
ficial’ s status according to the law 
in his or her own country before 
pursuing the Portuguese briber; 
give law enforcement authorities 
additional resources and training 


to proactively detect, investi- 
gate and prosecute foreign brib- 
ery offences and to develop ef- 
fective prevention strategies. 

The OECD also highlighted 
positive aspects of Portugal’s 
fight against foreign bribery, 
such as its law enforcement 
units specialised in fighting cor- 
ruption and other economic and 
financial crimes, and the broad 
range of investigative tech- 
niques which can be used by law 
enforcement authorities.

While all EU member states 
have been guilty of agreeing with 
legislation at a European level 
only to stubbornly delay their im- 
plementation nationally, the 
EU’ s patience seems to have run 
dry over legislation that Portugal 
had pledged to bring into force 
way back in January 2006. 

Portugal is currently rated the 
worst European Union member 
state when it comes to imple- 
menting internal market rules 
and directives into national law. 

Laws directly related to the li- 
censing and purchasing of prop- 
erty, the construction industry 
and cross-border trade are just a 
few of the EU Directives that 
Portugal has so far failed to 
adopt. 

But Portugal’ s ineffectiveness 
in transposing EU directives spe- 
cifically related to public con- 
tracts has incensed Brussels to 
such a degree that a complaint has 
been lodged with the Justice Tri- 
bunal, setting the wheels in mo- 
tion to suspend Portugal’s EU 
funding. 

While the EU is famously re- 
luctant to freeze funding and lit- 
erally starve member states into 
compliance, a precedent was set 
in 2005 when Greece had their 
funding suspended for six months 
for similar infringements to those 
now staring Portugal in the face. 


According to the EC’s 2006 
Internal Market Scoreboard, 
Luxembourg is still last in trans- 
posing directives into national 
law, but the country is closely 
followedby Portugal, Greece and 
Italy, though Luxembourg has 
managed to reduce its backlog 
considerably. 

While Portugal has failed in 
implementing ‘only’ 60 of the 
1 ,620 EU directives, the 3 .7 per- 
cent ratio of non-compliance (0. 1 
percent lower than that of Lux- 
embourg) is still well above the 
1 . 5 percent obj ective agreed to by 
all EU member-states. 

But the report remains unfor- 
giving of Portugal saying it “com- 
bines a bad transposition deficit 
with poor quality transposition 
and incorrect application of In- 
ternal Market rules, which fur- 
ther increased Portugal’ s already 
high number of outstanding in- 
If ingement cases and, at the same 
time, are among the worst per- 
formers when it comes to timely 
transposition.” 

In a more recent EC report. In- 
ternal Market Commissioner 
Charlie McCrevy said: “Denmark 
and Lithuania, both five EU Direc- 
tives away tfom a perfect score, 
share first place. At the other end, 
however, Portugal and Greece 
have a deficit that is almost dou- 
ble that of the EU average”. 

In reference to Portugal, Mr. 


McCrevy recently told journal- 
ists in Brussels: “The Single 
Market must work in daily life, 
not just on paper. National laws 
need to be of high quality, and 
whoever actually applies the 
rules at national level needs to do 
it correctly. There are still too 
many instances of member states 
failing to do this. Behind every 
case, real individuals are being 
denied their rights, and real busi- 
nesses are incurring unnecessary 
costs”. 

In the meantime, it is feared 
that Portugal’s non-compliance 
could have a direct effect on ma- 
jor infrastructures such as the 
new Ota international airport 
north of Lisbon, or the planned 
high-speed rail link. 

Portuguese MEPs have also 
indicated that while this latest 
setback could be sidestepped by 
hastening up the process of 
transposing EU legislation, fur- 
ther audits of these and other gov- 
ernment tenders and contracts 
could now possibly result in a 
reduction of financial support 
from Brussels, directly affecting 
Portugal’s already-drained tax- 
payers. 

The EC is responsible for 
making sure that member states 
have properly implemented EU 
regulations and can take legal ac- 
tion against a country that flaunts 
the rules for too long.

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Marques tunnel ‘nearly ready’ for 

grand opening

In the midst of uncertainty it seems there may be light at the end of the 
proverbial tunnel for the Marques do Pombal tunnel opening. 


After numerous setbacks 
which collectively have re- 
sulted in a delay of over two 
years, it seems that the tunnel’ s 
opening is imminent. 

More than 50 thousand vehi- 
cles are expected to pass 
through the structure every 
day. 

It is hoped that after the open- 
ing, when fully functional, Lis- 
bon will be relieved of serious 
congestion at some of its most 
critical points. 

A group of journalists were 


taken through the infra-struc- 
ture earlier this week and were 
informed by Public Works min- 
ister Pedro Feist that the tunnel 
should “open its doors” by the 
end of April, though the exact 
date would only be confirmed at 
the end of this week. 

“Technically, the civil con- 
struction part is finished”, he 
said, “but we can’t risk an- 
nouncing a date for the opening 
as it still depends on the tech- 
nicians”. 

Stretching 1750 metres under 


Lisbon’ s surface, the tunnel will 
represent a mega shortcut for 
city-goers and is expected to re- 
duce travel times by 90 per cent 
during rush hour. 

With six exits and a further 
three entrances, only the one to 
avenue Antonio Augusto de 
Aguiar will not be ready in time. 

The overall cost of the struc- 
ture, said to be one of the safest 
in Europe, is estimated to total 
nearly 19 million euros, though 
this value could increase should 
further delays occur. 


Woman beaten and held 
captive by boyfriend 


A 2 1 -year-old woman is pres- 
ently recovering at Lisbon’s 
S anta Maria hospital after being 
beaten and held hostage by her 
own boyfriend. 

Police sources confirmed the 
victim suffered extensive bruis- 
ing all over her body as well as a 
trauma to the thorax, inflicted by 
her 22-year-old partner. She was 
also held hostage for a number 
of hours in their home in Largo 
Conde Ortohni, Benfica. 

It is unclear whom, or how au-

Mobile ’s Anonymous 
My mobile phone has be- 
come a liability. It used to be a 
convenience, but gradually my 
need for it escalated, until fi- 
nally after eight years of use, it 
has become a full-fledged addic- 
tion. In an attempt to curtail my 
dependence, T ve been weaning 
myself off. 

My awareness that some- 
thing had to change came while 
I was having lunch with my 
God-daughter last month. 
Oddly enough, it wasn’t my 
addiction to mobile phones that 
spurred me to act. It was the ad- 
diction of a loved one. 

It may be more accurate to 
say that it was during the time 
we were supposed to be having 
lunch together, just my God- 
daughter and I, when I realized 
we were not actually alone. I 
was having lunch with her, but 
she was having lunch with me 
and her mobile phone. Every 
few minutes it would beep, ring 
or shake. Then she’d look 
down, type a message and re- 
turn to the meal. 

“Joana,” I said. “Can’t you 
turn that thing off for a few min- 
utes while we eat?” 

“You don’t get it, Pat. This 
phone is important to me.” 
Maybe it is. I know from my 
own experience, before I began 
to cut down, that I certainly 
thought my mobile was all-im- 
portant. But who truly ben- 
efits? Really benefits from our 
addiction? Why, the mobile 
phone industry, of course. It 
reported $109.7 billion in rev- 
enues in 2006 alone. 

Joana is still in the throes of 
her addiction. She still thinks, 
as I did until last month, that she 
needs her phone. That it actu- 
ally adds to her life, enhances 


it. But for me, I see the light and I 
refuse to let a piece of equipment 
run my life. 

Last week when I went out I 
actually left my mobile at home. 
Consciously. I felt naked my first 
day without it, like something 
important was missing. My 
thoughts ran like this: what if Don 
needs to reach me? What if a stu- 
dent has to change his or her les- 
son time? What if Mariana can’t 
meet me for lunch? What if the vet 
has to change our appointment? 
What if? And then I had the an- 
swers: Don knows where I am 
most of the time, and when he 
doesn’t, well, a person needs 
some privacy, anyway, some 
time when they can’ t be reached. 
And the students can always 
leave a message that I can retrieve 
later. I told myself that nothing is 
so urgent that it can’t wait until I 
get home. I still felt a vague anxi- 
ety throughout that first day and 
into the following week. But af- 
ter the initial detox, a previously 
unimaginable peace of mind has 
settled over me, not to mention 
decreased V odafone charges. 

After all, years ago we had no 
mobiles. Relationships func- 
tioned well (or better), meetings 
were held as usual, people arrived 
on time (or late if one lives south 
of the UK) and life functioned 
normally, naturally, without all 
the beeping and buzzing and ring- 
ing. So why do we have such a 
strong attachment to mobile 
phones? 

“It’s an addiction” my friend 
Marcos explains. 

“To what?” 

“To being connected to people 
all the time. To being needed, to 
talk, to write. To the initial excite- 
ment when the phone rings or 
beeps.” 

Addiction? I thought. How can 
one get addicted to a phone? But 
on further reflection, I decided 
that Marcos was right. An 
adrenalin rush comes when the 
phone rings. Someone wants me, 
has to have my attention now ! And 
that beep or ring used to lead me 
to intermpt a conversation, a meal, 
a meeting, glance down at the 
plastic widow and decide: Can I 
talk now? What do I say to the 
person T m with? Is this person on 


the mobile worthy of my time? 
Will I answer now? T d better talk 
right now! 

It’ s the immediate gratification 
that gives it away. The rush fol- 
lowed by the disappointment 
that in reality, it’s just another 
phone call. But until that phone 
is answered, it could be anyone, 
anywhere, and anything could 
happen. 

I wish I were like my friend 
Susana who says, “I use my mo- 
bile as an answering machine. I let 
the calls come in and return them 
when I want, not when someone 
wants me.” She’s right, I thought. 
But when I carry mine, I can’t 
stop myself from answering it. 
Maybe it boils down to curios- 
ity. Who is calling me? What do 
they want to tell me, to say? 

Mobile phones distract us, 
take us away from the now and 
into a cyberspace reality far away 
from where we are when the 
phone jingles (to some annoying 
tune) or vibrates, beeps or 
screeches. When Ram Dass 
wrote Be Here Now in the early 
70’ s, about the importance of 
staying in the present, he was 
right. Little did he know how 
much temptation we have to 
fight. All we have to do now is 
reach into our pocket, backpack, 
or purse, and voila, we’re gone. 
. .into mobilephone land. 

I confess to still taking my 
mobile when I am driving to a new 
location. In case I get lost in 
Cascais’ web of roundabouts, 
one way streets and streets with 
no names posted. Maybe that’s 
just rationalization. But a quick 
call can get me to appointments 
on time or can be used to let some- 
one know I’m running late. But 
beware of the law against using 
them when driving: once while 
stopped at a traffic light in 
Cascais I called a clinic to say I’d 
be ten minutes late. I looked up 
and saw a Cascais policeman 
waving me over. My polite expla- 
nations and switching into Eng- 
lish did not save me from a €25 
fine. In fact, I was lucky. A friend 
got a ticket for € 1 25 for the same 
infraction. 

I also take my mobile when I 
travel. I even went so far as to get 
a Spanish and a Erench chip when

I spent last summer and fall in 
Madrid and Paris. My rationali- 
zation was the same as any- 
one’s would be. Anyone who 
has experienced roaming rates, 
that is. 

Planes are the only sanctuary 
from the beeps and rings. But 
not for long. Emirates, the 
Dubai-based airline, has already 
initiated mobile phone use on 
their entire fleet. Air Erance and 
Ryanair are also planning to al- 
low mobile phones while in 
flight, though British Airways 
has so far resisted the trend. 

When asked about their 
plans, Isabel Palma, a Commu- 
nications Spokeswoman for 
TAP, answered my inquiry: 

With reference to your ques- 
tions concerning the use of mo- 
bile phones on board, please be 
informed that the program is on 
and progressing as planned. As 
far as I know, the test-phase is 
due to start around this year-end 
(no precise date yet) and is to 
be made available aboard one 
medium haul aircraft (A3 20 
family). As to the usage rates, 
all I can say now is that it is 
meant to be the equivalent to 
the roaming ones charged by the 
telecommunications operators. 
(Please note that TAP is not 
charging the service to custom- 
ers, the operators will.) 

When I asked the president 
of a private international jet 
company what he thought 
about the use of phones in the 
air, he answered, “It’s all for 
money.” 

And so is the hype to get us 
using mobiles as many hours in 
the day and night as is humanly 
possible. They have hooked us 
and want us to stay hooked, 24/ 
7. 

I didn’t have to go to MA 
(Mobile’s Anonymous) to 
break my habit. But for those 
who are still struggling or in 
denial, think about the peace — 
and extra money — you will 
have once you break your ad- 
diction.

The historic town of Marvao 
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The Portuga/A/ews presents a fortnightly page entitled 
‘Luso File’ with words and photography by Madge and 
John Measures.

We bought our mugs and then 
feelingratherlike OliverTwist we 
paid a nominal amount to have 
themfiUedwithred wine plus abag 
of roast chestnuts. 

Ten years ago when we visited 
it was necessary for people to buy 
their roast chestnuts as they had 
been free until the previous year 
when apparently everyone j ostled 
and elbowed their way for these 
free goodies. The year before our 
visit, in pouring rain over sixteen 
thousand visitors were disap- 
pointed when the Marvao Coun- 
cil no longer treated them to free 
nuts, consequently, many boy- 
cotted the fair in subsequent years. 
In a way, perhaps this was good 
as it gave more opportunity for 
visitors to see the craftsmen at 
work and buy their goods as, from 


all accounts the coach loads only 
went for a freebie with plenty of 
cheap wine. Certainly we were 
told that very few crafts were sold 
considering the numbers of peo- 
ple attending. 

Barbecued food, as always at 
these fairs, was in abundance and 
throughout the weekend the j olli- 
ties continued with folklore danc- 
ing groups and singing. 

Within the town is an excellent 
and very helpful tourist office that 
has several leaflets in English. 
There is accommodation includ- 
ing a pousada within the walled 
town and of course several res- 
taurants. Nearby Castelo de Vide 
- see Lusofile in the Portugal 
News of March 10* 2007 - also 
has a tourist office with plenty of 
accommodation and excellent res- 
taurants. 


Perhaps one of the most spectacular views from a hilltop fortification is that from the small town of Marvao that 
is situated approximately six kilometres from the Spanish border in the Alto Alentejo within the Serra da 
Marmede and with the Serra da Estrela visible in the distance. It is located just north of Portalegre to the east of 
the I P2 by following the signs to the town. There is plenty of car parking space just out side the walled entrance.

This historic town is perched on 
the summit of an impressive hard 
granite ridge at a height of 862 
metres above sea level with sheer, 
almost vertical cliffs. This strate- 
gic position near the Spanish bor- 
der town of Valencia de Alcantara 
was an obvious place for the Moors 
to build a castle during their domi- 
nation of the region. Its actual date 
is unknown, but certainly when the 
Christian reconquest took place 
between 1160 and 1 164 it was in 
evidence. 

The walls that encompass the 
houses were built during the 1 3* 
and 14* centuries and afford fan- 
tastic panoramic views overlook- 
ing beautiful Sweet Chestnut and 
Pyrenean Oak woodlands and the 
verdant valley below. On the 
southern side a comparatively re- 
cently constructed golf course is 
sadly no longer in use. In spring 
the deciduous trees sport their 
new leaves and in late October the 
chestnut trees are incredibly beau- 
tiful with their gold and yellow 
autumnal colours. 

Perhaps most impressive to us, 
was that as Marvao is on top of a 
highridge, we looked down on two 
Portuguese Air Force planes 
when they streaked past instead 
of seeingthemfrom the more usual 
underside view. 

The townis absolutely fascinat- 
ing with narrow streets, quaint 
archways, a pillory and many his- 
toric buildings dating from the 1 3* 
and 1 4* centuries, but on our most 
recent visit the streets were aU dug 
up and walking around was diffi- 
cult, but we were told that all the 
work should be finished by early 
summer at the latest. All service 
li nes wiU then be underground and 
like Monsaraz it will become a 
photographers paradise as there 
will be no need to look for views 


that are free from ugly cables. 

To ourmindtheMuseuMunici- 
pal that is housed in the Igreja de 
Santa Maria is a must. Archeo- 
logical findings are displayed 
showing artefacts from the Iron 
Age through to the Paleolithic era 
all very well tabulated plus excel- 
lent photographs and diagrams 
showing dolmen tombs and other 
discoveries from this prehistoric 
area. 

An exhibition of clothes is also 
on show, but perhaps the incred- 
ible applique work is the piece de 
resistance. In a similar way that 
samplers were made in Britain, 
Marvao is famous for its chestnut 
skins that were appliqued on ma- 
terial as a gift or thanks. We were 
told that they were made to show 
pleasure, celebrating a marriage, 
birth or other happy event. 

Unfortunately this ancient art 
had almost died out, but a few 
years ago a course was organised 
andithas made arevival, although 
we hear that only one lady in a 
nearby village now continues mak- 
ing them, but at least, for the time 
being it has prevented the craft 
from disappearing for ever. 

The Chestnut Festival of Sao 
Martinho that is held over a week- 
end close to November 11*- Sao 
Martinhos’ Day - is a wonderful 
experience. As the town is so close 
to the Spanish border it does at- 
tract many visitors from there, oth- 
erwise it is almost exclusively Por- 
tuguese. When we visited ten years 
ago we were surprised that so few 
people from other countries were 
there. 

We were there early in the 
morning of the first day and even 
by 7.30 the town was a ‘hive of 
activity’ with cafes busy serving 
coffee and many of the old houses 
opening to reveal craft workshops 


and in the large square near the 
entrance to the town, trucks were 
arriving laden with chestnuts 
which were then heaped on huge 
trestle tables. Up near the castle 
that dominates the town, charcoal 
braziers were lighting up ready to 
cook chickens and of course 
chestnuts. 

The/e/ra begins with an open- 
ing ceremony and when ten 
o’ clock arrived the festivities be- 
ganpromptly with a folklore group 
parading through the steep narrow 
streets and dancing for the crowds 
in the small squares throughout the 
town. 

Just outside the town walls 


there is the Santa Casa da 
Misericordia and throughout the 
year the occupants had been very 
busy making sand-coloured pot- 
tery mugs with ‘Sta. C. 
Misericordia Marvao, Feira da 
Castanha’ written on them. We 
were told at the time that over a 
thousand were made annually. On 
asking at the tourist office re- 
cently they could not tell us if this 
tradition continues. It seems sad 
to us if it has been discontinued as 
traditionally you bought a mug for 
two hundred escudos - the 
equivalent of one euro -the money 
going to boost the funds of the 
Santa Casa daMisericordia for the 
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When thieves fall out: 
last act in Zimbabwe 



It will take a while yet, butthe long and brutal 
reign of Robert Mugabe in Zimbabwe is 
probably nearing its end. Not because of the 
democratic opposition at home, whose 
members are regularly beaten up and 
sometimes killed by the regime’s police. Not 
even because neighbouring countries in 
southern Africa are at last putting pressure on 
Mugabe to go. Just because his own partners- 
in-crime have decided that it’s him orthem. 


The key moment actually came 
last December, when for the first 
time the senior ranks of the ruling 
Zanu-PF Party stood up to 
Mugabe and refused to accept his 
proposal to postpone the next 
presidential election from 2008 to 
2010. It was typical Mugabe sa- 
lami tactics — give me two more 
years, and maybe I’ll decide to 
resign in 2010 — but this time it 
didn’t work. 

In that case, said Mugabe, I’ll 
run for president again in 2008 
(which would keep him in the 
presidency for his 90th birthday in 
2014). Given the speed with which 
Zimbabwe’ s economy is collaps- 
ing and its population fleeing 
abroad, seven more years of 
Mugabe and it will not be worth 
inheriting power there — so 
Mugabe’s potential heirs within 
Zanu-PF itself have begun to 
rebel. 

All that has followed — the vi- 
cious asaults of opposition leaders 
by Mugabe’ s police in mid-Feb- 
ruary, the South African govern- 
ment’ s decision a week ago to 
start talking to Mugabe ’ s Zanu-PF 
rivals andZimbabwean opposition 
leaders, and the emergency meet- 
ing of the leaders of the 14-nation 
Southern African Development 
Community (SADC) in Tanzania 
on 28 March — is a response to 
this new perception that Mugabe 
doesn’ t have long to run. 

“I have been to these SADC 
summits and I know that behind 
closed doors they are brutally 
frank,” Mugabe’s former infor- 
mation minister, Jonathan Moyo, 
told “The Guardian” last week. 
‘ ‘They will remind Mugabe that he 
told them he would retire at the end 
of his term in 2008 . . . .They will tell 
Mugabe that his rule in Zimbabwe 
is dragging down the whole south- 
ern African region.” None of that 
got into the meeting ’ s closing com- 
munique, whichritually expressed 
solidarity withMugabe, but Moyo 
is probably right, because Zimba- 
bwe is becoming a blight on the 
region. 

Inflation in Zimbabwe, at 1,700 
percent, is the highest in the world 
(the next highest, Burma, is only 


60 percent), and average income 
is less that a tenth of South Afri- 
ca’ s. Ten years ago Zimbabwe 
was seen as the bread-basket of 
Africa, and it earned ample for- 
eign exchange from exports of to- 
bacco and other cash crops; now 
it cannot feed half its people, and 
the tobacco crop is down by four- 
fifths. 

There are an estimated three 
million Zimbabwean economic 
refugees in South Africa (two- 
thirds of the country ’ s working-age 
population), and they are the main 
support of those left at home, be- 
cause unemployment in Zimba- 
bwe is 80 percent or more. Zim- 
babwean life expectancy is now 
the lowest in the world: 37 formen, 
34 for women. 

Then there is the unbridled bru- 
tality of the police force, the offi- 
cial contempt for the law, the 
propaganda thatblamesaUthefail- 
ings of the regime on foreign im- 
perialists plotting against it — it’ s 
not exactly the image that south- 
ern Africans wantfortheirregion. 

On the whole, southern Africa 
does not fit that image. From South 
Africa to Tanzania, most of the 
governments in the SADC are 
democratically elected and law- 
abiding. Most economies are 
showing good growth, andnobody 
is starving. But it is a well-known 
fact that people in other continents 
have difficulty in telling one Afri- 
can country from another, and that 
investors are the most ignorant of 
all. Zimbabwe’ s multiple failures 
take up more space in the interna- 
tional media than all news about

all thirteen other members of the 
SADC combined, and so the 
neighbours’ patience has run out. 

In fact, it ran out some time ago, 
but being realists about the nature 
ofpoliticsinMugabe’ sZimbabwe, 
the other SADC leaders saw no 
point in publicly demanding 
change. Now, however, there is 
blood in the water. Mugabe man- 
aged to bully Zanu-PE’ s central 
committee into nominating him for 
the presidency again on Eriday , but 
everybody knows that two maj or 


factions in the party want him to 
quit. That has opened the door for 
others to demand change as well. 

The main contenders for the 
succession are not without sin. 
EmmersonMnangagwa was state 
security minister when 25,000 
members of the minority Ndebele 
tribe were murdered by the regime 
in the 1980s for supporting the 
wrong political party. Vice-Presi- 
dent Joice Mujuru is the wife of 
Solomon Mujuru, a former army 
chief who became very rich thanks 


to his involvement in illegal land- 
grabs during the seizure of all the 
farms owned by white Zimbabwe- 
ans. 

The ideal outcome would be an 
alliance between Zanu-PE dissi- 
dents and Zimbabwe’s demo- 
cratic opposition in a transitional 
government leading to free, inter- 
nationally supervised elections. 
The reality may be a good deal 
messier, because the Old Man 
doesn’t know how to let go. He 
has just imported 3,000 “security 


personnel’ ’ from Angola to stiffen 
his own police, who are deserting 
in droves and going to work in 
South Africa as security guards 
because inflation has made their 
wages inZimbabwe almost worth- 
less. 

But one way or another, 
Mugabe’s long misrule has 
reached the beginning of the end.

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All work and no play. . . can make you ill 



None of us particularly like going to work, but could the office be the cause of your ill health? Stress, 
air conditioning and uncomfortable chairs can cause all sorts of ailments. We ask the experts how 
best to keep healthy at work.

None of us particularly enjoy 
going to work in harshly lit, air- 
conditioned buildings, but could 
the daily grind actually be 
putting our health at risk? 

By the beginning of March, 
some 7.5 million of us had al- 
ready taken a day off sick this 
year due to cold or flu symp- 
toms - and that’ s not even count- 
ing those of us who have taken a 
sickie because of stress or some 
other ailment. 

Pressure from tough targets, 
germs from our colleagues and 
hours spent sitting at our desks 
could all be putting our health at 
risk according to the experts, but 
how can we make sure we stay 
well? 

The Stress Factor 

Y ou don’t have to be a stress- 
head to feel the pressure at work. 
Even the most laidback among us 
have times when everything gets 
on top of us and we start tearing 
our hair out. 

Little can be scientifically 
proven to link illnesses to stress 
brought about by work. How- 
ever, health psychologist Pro- 
fessor Robert Edelmann says 
it ’ s likely pressure will make you 
feel pretty grotty. 

“There are many people with 
very stressful jobs who do suf- 
fer from medically unexplained 
symptoms that can’t be ignored. 
They can suffer from symptoms 
including changing patterns of 
sleep, loss or change in appetite, 
mood variations, use of sub- 
stances and concentration diffi- 
culties.” 

Linking this to more serious 
conditions is very difficult, but 
there is some evidence that 
chronic emotional stress can lead 
to the onset of heart disease and 
early death. When you’re hav- 
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ing a rough day at work and get 
severely stressed out, your body 
releases adrenaline whieh ean 
eause your blood to clot more 
quickly, increasing the risk of 
heart attacks. Studies have also 
shown that examples of high 
stress work situations, such as 
carrying out complicated nu- 
merical calculations, can make 
the coronary arteries contract, 
reducing blood flow about the 
body. 

Another illness thought to be 
brought on by stress is Irritable 
Bowel Syndrome, a nasty con- 
dition that leads to severe stom- 
ach pain and alternating diar- 
rhoea and constipation. 

“Nobody really knows what 
causes it,” admits accident and 
emergency medic Dr Mark 
Hamilton. “A lot of people 
think IBS may be related to our 
Western lifestyle, and a typical 
manifestation of anxiety and 
stress. Yourbody is inextricably 
linked with your mind, so if you 
are anxious your body releases 
hormones which are not condu- 
cive to digesting food well.” 

There are several things you 
can do to relieve the pain - medi- 
cation is available, a good diet is 
essential, and sometimes hypno- 
therapy can do the trick. 

It’s also important to try and 
reduce your stress levels - make 
sure you get out of the office at 
lunchtime and try to maintain a 
balance between your work life 
and home life. 

The Office Environment 

Sometimes it seems we don’t 
stand a chance of staying healthy 
when we’re sitting next to a col- 
league coughing and spluttering 
over their keyboard. In a recent 
survey conducted by Yakult, 
95% of those questioned admit- 
ted they struggle into work when 
ill, so there ’ s no wonder we pick 
up sniffles in the workplace. 

“With so many people going 
to work when ill, it’s inevitable 
that many of us will come into 
contact with germs during the 
working day,” says Professor 
Ron Eccles, director of the 
Common Cold Centre at Cardiff 
University. “The key to 
strengthening our bodies against 
attack lies within our immune 
system, the majority of which 
lies in our gut, so looking after 
your digestive system with diet, 
exercise and a healthy lifestyle 
is vital for stronger natural de- 
fences. However, employers 
also have a duty of care, and if 
workplaces were to take active 
steps to maintain the health of 
their workforce, I believe we 
would see far fewer instances of 
colds and flu.” 

Air-conditioning can breed 


germs, and with so many offices 
containing the cooling devices, 
it’s easy to see why whole 
workforces can be struck down 
with snotty noses. While it’ snot 
always possible, if you can per- 
suade your bosses to turn off the 
air-con and open a window in- 
stead, you might be able to steer 
clear of the dreaded flu. 

Eccles says germs are also 
widely spread by hands, so he 
advises you keep wipes in your 
drawers to clean your hands, 
keyboards, phones and surfaces 
to eradicate the little nasties. 
Y ou should also dry your hands 
thoroughly after washing them 
as damp mitts transmit more 
germs. 

Another thing that can make 
you feel less than your best is 
the toxins that emanate from 
things like the office carpet, fur- 
niture, photocopiers and paint. 
To improve the quality of air in 
your workplace, dot a few plants 
around, which help suck up the 
toxins. 

Danger At Your Desk 

We ’ ve all read about the links 
between flying and deep vein 
thrombosis, but a startling new 
study fromNew Zealand has re- 
vealed office workers glued to 
their computer screens have a 
greater risk of developing blood 
clots. 

It’s not hard to see why - if 
you’re busy at work, it’s easy 
to sit in the same position at your 
desk for hours on end. 

DVT is a condition where 
blood clots form in the leg veins. 
It can be fatal if the clots break 
free and travel to your lungs, and 
60,000 deaths are caused by the 
condition every year in Britain. 

Professor Richard Beasley, 
who led the study, says that 
during the research one in three 
people admitted to hospital 
with signs of DVT had been 
seated at their desks for long 
periods before they became 
poorly. 

“There are considerably more 
people who are seated for long 
periods at work as part of their 
normal day than there are trav- 
elling,” he adds. “We had peo- 
ple not uncommonly working 
up to 1 2- 1 4 hours a day and be- 
ing seated for that time.” 

To cut your risk of DVT, 
make sure you have regular 
breaks and take plenty of strolls, 
even if it’s just to the loo or to 
make a cup of tea. Y ou could also 
do some of the leg exercises rec- 
ommended on planes, such as 
raising your leg and moving your 
foot in a circular motion, to get 
the blood flowing freely.

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Ouch, my joints! Find out what is 
wrong - and take the right action 
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Is getting out of bed in the mornings a probiem because of stiff and swoiien joints? Do your knees hurt when you waik or use the 
stairs? Aching, swoiien, stiff and infiamed joints is a probiem that affects a iarge number of peopie. In some cases the pain is iimited 
and does not interfere with their daiiy activities. In other cases, however, they may experience that much discomfort, even simpie 
chores iike shopping, washing ciothes, cieaning house or managing the garden become hopeiess obstacies. 


There ean be different rea- 
sons for why your joints hurt. 
Normally, doetors distinguish 
between rheumatoid arthritis 
and osteoarthritis, and it is ex- 
tremely important to keep those 
two types of arthritis separate, 
as there are big differenees. 
Rheumatoid arthritis is an 
autoimmune disease ( an immune 
response by the body against 
one of its own tissues, eells, or 
moleeules). 

The disease usually begins 
gradually with fatigue, morning 
stiffness (lasting more than one 
hour), widespread musele aehes, 
loss of appetite, and weakness. 
Eventually, joint pain appears. 
When the joint is not used for a 
while, it ean beeome warm, ten- 
der, and stiff. When the lining of 
the joint (synovium) beeomes 
inflamed, it gives off more fluid 
and the joint beeomes swollen. 
Joint pain is often felt on both 
sides of the body, and may ef- 
feet the wrist, knees, elbows, fin- 
gers, toes, ankle or neek. 

Osteoarthritis, in eontrast, 
has different eharaeteristies. It 
is the most eommon joint disor- 
der. The ehronic disease eauses 
the eushioning (eartilage) be- 
tween the bone joints to wear 
away, leading to pain and stiff- 
ness. It ean also eause new pieees 
of bone, called bone spurs, to 
grow around the joints. The car- 
tilage of the affected joint be- 
comes rough and wears down 
(degenerates). As the disease 
gets worse, the cartilage disap- 
pears and the bone rubs on bone. 
Symptoms of osteoarthritis in- 
clude: 

• gradual and subtle onset of 
deep aching joint pain 

• worse after exercise or 
weightbearing 

• often relieved by rest 
•joint swelling 

• limited movement 

• morning stiffness 

• grating of the j oint with mo- 
tion 

• j oint pain in rainy weather 

• cracking sounds 

• deteriorating cartilage 

• occasional “locking” of 
joints due to bony 
outgrowths or protuberances 
(spurs) 

If you haven ’t been diagnosed 


with either form of arthritis, the 
above mentioned symptoms 
may help you determine the un- 
derlying cause ofyourj oint pain. 
Glucosamine Sulphate 
and Chondrotin Sulphate - 
a powerful combination!

Chon- 
droitin sulphate is an important 
structural component of carti- 
lage and provides much of its re- 


sistance to compression. Along 
with glucosamine sulphate, 
chondroitin sulfate has become 
a widely used dietary supple- 
ment for treatment of 


osteoarthritis. Although the 
majority of studies favour the 
use of glucosamine sulphate, a 
fact that is easily explained by 
the volume of studies with this 
substance in comparison with 
studies on chondroitin sul- 
phate, it seems combining the 
two active compounds is a highly 
effective treatment for reducing 
j oint pain, improving j oint func- 
tioning and stimulating the car- 
tilage synthesis.

However, the copper’s dedication and success 
has come at a terrible price - in an act of revenge, gangster Joe Webster murdered 
George’s beloved wife Isabella. This feature-length programme opens with her 
funeral, but the detective must soon get back to work when the death of a young 
biker features the villain’s hallmarks. George is put in charge of the investigation, 
which he hopes will lead him to Webster - and allow him to avenge his other half’s 
tragic demise.

Former host Angus Deayton may no longer preside, but the rock 
solid format, coupled with the presence of team captains Paul Merton and 
Ian Hislop, continues to attract viewers in their millions. The latter will 
seemingly endure all manner of discomfort to ensure the show goes on. 
In June 1994, he sat through a recording while suffering appendix problems, 
having discharged himself from hospital. As soon as filming was over, he 
had the offending organ removed. Since Deayton moved on to other 
projects, such as Nighty Night, the guest hosts have been almost as 
interesting as Merton’s often surreal answers. Last year alone Trevor 
McDonald, Sean Lock, Julian Clary, Michael Buerk and Alexander Armstrong 
helped keep the regulars on their toes. There should be more fireworks in 
the first of a new series as Jeremy Clarkson takes the presenter’s chair. 
It’s the petrolhead’s fifth time as host, so expect him to keep Messrs Merton 
and Hislop on a tight rein as they give their rib-tickling take on the week’s 
news.

What’s in Store 





With the Easter holidays upon us, you don’t have to look far to find the 
kids something to keep them amused - because it’s all right on your 
doorstep. 



So says Blue Peter resident 
gardener Chris Collins, presenter 
of Britain’s BBC Two’s The 
Plantsman and Garden Rivals on 
UKTV, who reckons there’s 
nothing that can engage children 
more than getting their hands 
dirty. 

“Easter is a time when you 
look out at the garden and you 
notice the mess, you want to get 
out there and tidy it up, especially 
with the weather we’ve been 
having. 

“You should allocate a bit of 
the garden to the kids in two 
stages and you can do that over 
the long Easter weekend so the 


whole family is involved. 

Collins says it’ s important to 
let the children decide what sort 
of garden they want. Parents 
should allocate a section of gar- 
den to their children and help 
them design a plot, but without 
taking over, he recommends. 

“Eor instance, the child might 
want a fairy garden with some 
tree stumps, some ferns and 
somewhere to sit. Put some stuff 
in there which will get frogs in- 
terested, maybe a little butyl liner 
with some soil in the base, fill it 
with water and it should get 
newts and other wildlife in it.” 

If children want to plant per- 


manent fixtures, Collins suggests 
robust shrubs such as ceanothus, 
escallonia andmahonias, spireas 
and potentillas - shrubs that will 
withstand a fair battering and still 
survive. Encouraging the young 
ones to get their hands dirty is 
the way to absorb them, he in- 
sists. 

“When someone is talking 
about something technical or 
complicated, I lose interest very 
quickly. Now that kids have got 
so many things to choose from, 
they become easily distracted. 
But you hook them when you get 
them physically involved in it.

They need a well 
drained soil mixture and will 
grow very well in either sun or 
partial shade - many of you 
who have visited the west coast 
round the Aljezur/Carrapateira 
region will probably have seen

: : Net Protect your fruit crops 
to reduce pigeon bird damage if 
they have become a nuisance. 

: : Divide hostas before they 
come into leaf.

Keep young plants out of direct sun and at an even tempera- 
ture, watering them lightly for a couple of weeks so they gradually 
get used to their new conditions. 

2. Nip out the growing tips of plants when potting them on to 
encourage bushy growth. 

3 . Start feeding them four to six weeks after potting, when all the 
nutrients in the compost will be spent.

a sub species of Antirrhinum 
major growing up through the 
juniper bushes, their roots in the 
shade but their heads in the sun. 
During the active growing period 
they do need watering and ben- 
efit from a monthly application of 
a liquid fertiliser. They are mainly 
used as annuals, but with the es- 
sential dead-heading to keep them 
flowering throughout many 
months and ‘tender loving care’ 
many often continue for years - 
some of ours flowered almost 
continuously for three years, but 
they didbecome very ‘leggy’ with 
the stems needing extensive cut- 
ting back. 

» The very rewarding mat- 
forming Verbenas that come in 
bright colours from reds through 
purple and blue are also mainly 
used as annuals, although many 
will survive through the winter 
months in the warmer regions of 
the country but others will not tol- 
erate frost and therefore need 


adequate protection if very cold 
weather is forecast. They like 
a well drained, good soil mix- 
ture with regular watering on at 
least a weekly basis, and toler- 
ate full sun. 

» Euryops pectinatus is a 

plant that originated in South 
Africa. It has a spread and 
height of about one metre. The 
grey slightly hairy leaves are a 
good contrast to the bright yel- 
lowflowers that are heldonlong- 
ish stalks. It is an evergreen with 
the daisy-like flowers produced 
in succession throughout much 
of the year. It does benefit from 
trimming off the dead flowers 
periodically to encourage more 
and also to retain the plant in an 
attractive shape. It is easy to 
grow in any soil type in full sun 
but does need protection if the 
temperature is likely to drop to 
below 0°C. Water during the 
active growing period.

Best of the bunch -Magnolia 


These spring stunners with 
cup- sized blooms are a must 
for any garden, ranging from 
medium-sized shrubs to mag- 
nificent trees, no more so than 
the majestic Magnolia 
campbellii which hit the head- 
lines last week, a splendid 70- 
year-old, 66ft tree in Lukesland 
Gardens in south Devon which 
has flowered profusely for the 
first time in five years, bearing 
waxy rose pink flowers. 

Other great varieties include 
the evergreen M. grandiflora 
‘Goliath’ , a conical tree grow- 


ing to 1 8m (60ft) which produces 
fragrant creamy flowers from 
spring to summer to late autumn, 
and M x soulangeana, a decidu- 
ous tree which bears goblet- 
shaped pink, violet or white flow- 
ers emerging with the new 
leaves in late spring. Eor a 
smaller variety, go for Magnolia 
liliflora, a deciduous, bushy 
shrub, with dark leaves and im- 
pressive purplish white flowers 
in May. 

Magnolias do best in fertile, 
well-drained soil and most pre- 
fer slightly acidic soil.

He’s alive 


“But when they entered, 
they did not find the body of the 
Lord Jesus.” Luke 24:3 

Vladimir Lenin was a Com- 
munist leader whose influenee 
spanned the first two deeades 
of the 1900's. Today visitors 
from all over the world wait in 
line at his tomb to see his em- 
balmed body. Though he died in 
1 924, his eorpse seems to have 
not suffered any deeomposi- 
tion. Over the years skillful art- 
ists have preserved his body. 
Artifieial eoloring now makes 
his faee appear lifelike and wax 
has been used to fill in even the 
tiniest spots of deeay. How- 
ever, as lifelike as his body may 
appear, Lenin has not drawn a 
breath sinee he died at the age 
of 53. His heart pumps no 
blood; the pen and lips of this 
onee influential writer and 
leader no longer spout eommu- 
nist theory or ideals. 

As many people journey to 
Israel and traee the life of Christ, 
His tomb is also among the sites 
they long to see. There is a strik- 
ing eontrast, however, between 
the tomb of Lenin and the tomb 
of Christ.In faet, there is no 
other tomb whose story equals 
that of the risen Christ.At the 
tomb of Christ, there is no body. 
There are no deeaying bones to 
view. Visitors see a tomb eut 
into the stony hillside where 
the erueified eorpse of Christ 
was laid to rest. Jesus Christ, 
however, did not stay dead. He 
lay in that tomb for only three 
days before being resurreeted 
by the power of God. Religious 
leaders and government au- 


thorities of his day eould not 
explain away the empty tomb or 
the faet that Christ appeared to 
hundreds of people after his res- 
urreetion. 

I will never forget the spiritual 
awakening experieneed by my 
good friend Renee when we were 
bothjuniors in high sehool. She 
had been searehing for God and 
wanted badly to believe that the 
Biblieal truths we had talked 
about were indeed true. One day 
the speaker at a youth retreat we 
both attended asked, “Renee, 
what is keeping you from trust- 
ing Christ as your Savior? ” 

“I just need proof, ” Renee 
answered. 

The wise speaker looked at 
Renee with eompassion and 
simply stated, “The empty tomb 
is your proof, Renee. ” 

My friend gave her life to 
Christ that day and began a new 
life, a journey of walking with 
her Lord and Savior. Her friends 
and family notieed a differenee 
in her life and attitudes. Renee 
went on to marry a godly man 
and they were preparing to 
serve God together when she 
died of aeute Leukemia just ten 
months later. Her husband 
wanted to share her testimony 
at the funeral and ealled to ask 
me for more details about the 
day Renee trusted Christ. 

“It was the empty tomb that 
changed her life, ’’Hold him.

Mayor removes stop signs

BOOK REVIEW 


Find your inner balance through Shiatsu 


Author Jose de Castro

This is endorsed by psycholo- 
gist Steve Biddulph, author ofthe 
bestseller RaisingBoys, who says: 
"It's not just working class boys 
who are under- fathered, and it's 
not just sons of single mothers. 

"Single mothers are often very 
aware of the need for male role 
models, whereas affluent families 
with two parents may be too 
caught up in career and material 
goals for fathers to really have 
time for their children. " 

And that, he says, is where 
grandfathers come in. 

"Grandfathers are often more 
patient, less judgmental, andde- 
lightmore in their grandchildren's 
conversation and interests. 

"They aren't burdened with the 
worries and pressures thatparents 
are, and so convey a more uncon- 
ditional love that childrenneed. " 

He adds: "We need good men 
in the lives of children if we want 
to grow good, caring adults.

Ask the expert 

My 1 5-year-oid son is aiready in debt after borrowing 
cash from us and other reiatives, and he seems to 
have no concept ofthe vaiue of money. How can we 
make him understand that he needs to be responsibie 
about his finances? 


Wendy van denHende, chief 
executive ofthe Personal Fi- 
nance Education Group (pfeg), 
says: "Children borrowing to 
pay for things they can't afford 
worries us. Ways to start 
teaching your son the value of 
money could be to give him a 
monthly allowance and help 


him draw up a budget for the 
things he has to pay for on a 
regular basis, with a savings el- 
ement for the things he wants 
in the future. Involve your chil- 
dren in family financial deci- 
sions, and don't bail them out 
financially - they need to learn 
from their mistakes. 



My 1 4-year-old son is binge-drinking with his friends. 
How can we heip him stop - do we need to stop 
drinking ourseives? 


Frank Soodeen, Alcohol Con- 
cern's campaigns officer, says: 
"Your son's experience is far 
from atypical. It is a cause for 
concern, as alcohol misuse 
amongteens canpotentially lead 
to numerous negative conse- 
quences. These include a 
greater likelihood of unsafe sex, 
diminished schoolperformance, 
increased probability of illicit 
drug use, and threats to personal 
safety that come with drinking 
in public places rather than in 
pubs and bars where there's a 
measure of control. 

"It's true that families shape 
children's attitudes and behav- 
iours insofar as parents act as 
role models. Moderate levels of 


support and control, coupled 
with attitudes that support sen- 
sible drinking, provide a setting 
wherein young people can de- 
velop into 'socially competent 
drinkers'. 

"Your son is undergoing a 
crucial stage in his physical and 
social development. Certainly, 
you have a responsibility to try 
and curtail his consumption by 
exercising more control over his 
supply, but it's also worth pro- 
viding him with as much infor- 
mation as you can find on the 
potentialpitfalls of drinking ex- 
cessively so that he's empow- 
ered to make informed deci- 
sions about his health and well- 
being." 
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Anyone for a Paw-icure ? - How to 
look after your dogs paws and 
claws.. 



Looking after your dogs four paws is a very important part of his overall health. If the 
dogs nails are allowed to grow too long their walking can be affected. It is better to 
routinely check your dogs paws than to incur costly vets bills because it was left too 
long. If done regularly it can be a positive bonding experience and will help dogs with 
ticklish feet - hopefully - get over not liking their feet touched. 



What needs to be checked? 

1 . Check the fur around the 
pad - make sure that it is free of 
matts, burrs and grass seeds. On 
long coated breeds - during the 
summer burr and grass season it 
might be better to trim the fur 
back, to help prevent problems 
and to make it easier to check the 
paws. 

2. Check the fur between 
the pads - make sure that it is not 
matted with mud and is clear of 
burrs and grass seeds. 

3. Check the pads - make 
sure that they are not split or sore 
in any way. If they are very dry 
and cracking then you can get 
paw balms that will soften them 
and help. If your dog is prone to 
sore paws when out walking then 
you can get boots for him to wear 
so that he can enjoy his walks. 

4. Check the claws/nails. 
There are two sets of claws on a 
dog there are the normal claws on 
the feet and then there are the dew 
caws -the 5* nail -which are lo- 
cated between 1" and 3" above 
the inside of the front feet and 
sometimes the rear feet. The dew 
claws are very important to check 
as these can easily become in- 
growing and cause a lot of pain. 


Nail cutting on dogs is though 
by many of us to be a difficult 
undertaldng. But if done regularly 
then the experience can be re- 
warding. 

What equipment is needed? 

1 . Dog treats 

2. A quiet light space 

3 . Sharp nail clippers 

4. Cotton wool and styptic 
powder -just in case you cut the 
quick. 

5. Patience and a lot of cahn 
praise. 

Dog nail trimming is not pain- 
ful if you use a sharp nail trim- 
mer and don’t clip the nails too 
short. A dull trimmer can put a 
lot of pressure on your dog’ s toe- 
nail before it actually cuts 
through the nail. There are three 
main types of ail clipper designed 
for different sized nails - guillo- 
tine, plier and scissor cutters. 

1. Guillotine nail trim- 
mers are designed so that the 
dog ’ s nail is inserted through a 
hole in the top of the trimmer. 
As the handles are squeezed 
together the blade comes down 
and cuts through the nail. Pos- 
sibly more difficult to use on 
large breed dogs. Thicker nails 
can be more difficult to insert 


into the guide hole in the clipper. 

2 . Pliers style dog nail trim- 
mers work similar to pruning 
shears. The two notched blades 
surround and cut through the nail 
as the handles are squeezed to- 
gether. This type works well on 
thicker nails so is possibly pref- 
erable for larger breeds. Available 
for small, medium and large dogs. 

3. Scissor style dog nail 
trimmers work just like a pair of 
scissors. The two scissor-like 
notched blades surround and cut 
through the nail as the handles are 
closed. Only designed for light 
duty jobs. Best for the small 
breeds. 

It is a matter of personal pref- 
erence which style you choose to 
trim your dogs nails. 

The quick is the living part of 
a dog ’ s nail and has blood vessels 
running throughout. As a dog’s 
nails grow longer the quick will 
also lengthen. Regular small trims 
are better to avoid cutting the 
quick, and will give you more 
confidence until you get the hang 
of it. If your dog has light col- 


oured nails your j ob will be easier 
since you will be able to see the 
quick. It will be impossible to see 
the quick if your dog’s nails are 
black or dark in colour. If you 
happen to trim your dog’s nails 
too short and they begin to bleed, 
you have cut the quick the nail 
will bleed a lot but it is not a seri- 
ous injury. Use cotton swabs or 
balls to apply pressure to the nail 
and use the styptic powder to 
help stop the bleeding. If this 
happens it’s a good idea to stop 
trimming the rest of the nails and 
give your dog some time to re- 
cover. 

Make sure that all the way 



through the process that you re- 
assure your dog in a calm, patient 
voice, and give himregular treats. 

Some dogs just don’t like hav- 
ing their feet touched- so the task 
of cutting their nails may seem 
like a huge challenge. Try a few 
techniques to get your dog used 
to having his paws touched. And 
if you only manage to get one toe- 
nail done at a time then that is ok 
- as long as it stay a laidback, cahn 
experience then the dog will be- 
come more relaxed about it. While 
your dog is asleep try and gently 
touch its paw - if it reacts, act as 
if nothing happened. When it re- 
turns to sleep do it again, repeat 
the process 
gradually 
and your 
dog will get 
used to hav- 
ing its paws 
touched. If 
your dog 
allows you 
to touch

ward it with praise and a treat. 

Bring out the clipping tools 
ahead of time and let your dog 
become familiar with them. Tell 
him what each is used for - in a 
calm voice and praise your dog if 
it stays calm and with you. Look 
through the clipping tools like 
this a few times before you actu- 
ally use them and your dog will 
get used to them being around. 
Y our dog also needs to know that 
you are in charge and that he needs 
to do what you want, so be calm 
but dominant. A tired dog is more 
likely to let you trim its nails - so 
possibly do it after a walk. If you 
think that your dog will bite then 
you will have to muzzle it for 
your own safety. 

If your dog’s nails are ex- 
tremely over grown and it is caus- 
ing health issues consult your 
veterinarian immediately.

Roast Leg of Lamb Stuffed witli 
Spinacli Gremolata 

To prepare: 


Serves 6 

Prep time: 35 minutes to make 
and 11/4 hours in the oven, plus 
resting 

Delicious tip: Ask your 

butcher (or at the supermarket 
meat counter) to prepare the 
lamb for you. 

Get ahead: Stuff the leg of lamb 
with the gremolata mixture the 
day before, then cover and chill 
overnight. Bring the lamb up to 
room temperature before roast- 
ing. 

Ingredients 

4tbsp extra- virgin olive oil 

1 medium onion, finely chopped 
1 25g spinach leaves, washed 

1 .75-2kg leg of lamb, shankbone 
left in and the hip bone removed 
For the gremolata: 

Grated zest of 1 lemon 

2 fat garlic cloves, finely 
chopped 

1 5g fresh flatleaf parsley leaves, 

chopped 

For the gravy: 

200ml white wine 
400ml fresh chicken stock, hot 
2tsp butter, softened 
2tsp plain flour 


Heat half the oil in a large pan 
over a medium-low heat. Gently 
saute the onion for seven to eight 
minutes, until soft. Set aside in a 
bowl. 

Add a tablespoon of the re- 
maining oil to the same pan. Add 
the spinach and cook until just 
wilted. Tip into a colander and 
press out the excess liquid, then 
coarsely chop. 

To make the gremolata, mix 
the lemon zest, garlic and pars- 
ley in a large bowl. Add the 
chopped spinach and onion. Stir 
and season well with salt and 
freshly ground black pepper. 
Where the hip bone has been re- 
moved, stuff the lamb with the 
gremolata mixture and seal the 
opening with fine metal trussing 
skewers or wooden cocktail 
sticks. 

Weigh the lamb and calculate 
the cooking time, allowing 16 
minutes per 45 Og for pink lamb. 
Preheat the oven to 230C/Fan 
210C/Gas 8. Rub the lamb with 
the remaining olive oil and sea- 
son. Put in a roasting tin and roast 
for 15 minutes so it starts to 


brown. 

Lower the oven temperature 
to 200C/Fan 180C/Gas 6 and 
roast for the remainder of the 
calculated cooking time. Remove 
the lamb from the oven and lift 
onto a platter. Cover tightly 
with foil and rest for 20 minutes. 

Meanwhile, make the gravy. 
Tip out all but two tablespoons 
offatlrom the roasting tin. Place 
the tin over a medium-high heat 
and add the wine. Bring to the 
boil, scraping the meat juices 
from the bottom of the tin. Re- 
duce to about four tablespoons. 

Add the stock and boil for 
about four to five minutes, until 
reduced to a well-flavoured 
gravy. Mix the butter and flour 
to apaste and whisk small lumps 
into the gravy. Simmer for two 
to three minutes, until thick- 
ened. Season to taste. Keep hot 
over a low heat. 

Carve the lamb, removing the 
skewers or cocktail sticks as you 
go. Strain the gravy into a 
warmed jug. Divide the lamb 
between serving plates and 
serve with braised peas, cauli- 
flower and gravy.

namic: while most relationships 
have some sort of agenda attached, 
gay boyfriends are neither 
brother nor husband, boyfriend, 
dad, or girlfriend. 

“These days, we’re consult- 
ant, confidante, non-judgmental, 
not competitive with women, 
empowering, and funny,” he 
says. 

“The relationship between gay 
men and straight women is an 
agendaless friendship that’ s big- 
ger than friendship, steadier than 
romance, and responsible like 
family.”

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A Greek Odyssey 



Homer would be rather pleased: every day at 11 am a little blue bus 
sets off on an extraordinary odyssey around the historic island of 
Ithaca. 


The bus, which has been bak- 
ing in the sun alongside the har- 
bour in the island’s capital of 
Vathy, grinds into gear and rum- 
bles off on an hour-long journey 
to Kioni in the north of the island. 

As the vehicle lumbers around 
perilous hairpin bends overlook- 
ing precipitous cliffs, the driver 
holds court to a gaggle of ancient 
old ladies, joking, gossiping, 
waving his arms expansively and 
bellowing down a mobile phone. 

The journey of the bus is a 
major event on this sleepy, sun- 


baked island, rich in Homeric leg- 
end. 

As it lumbers past olive groves 
and climb s over the mountainous 
spine of the island, local people 
rush out to wave to the driver and 
press parcels on him for deliv- 
ery along the route. 

Suddenly he slams on the 
brakes : a goat is blocking the road 
and has to be persuaded to move 
out of our way. As we pass 
through a tiny hamlet, a waitress 
in a tavema stops serving a cus- 
tomer and has an animated con- 


versation with the driver - a tray 
of drinks and food still balanced 
on her shoulder. 

And all the time a glorious sun 
is shining on the rich blue sea and 
the craggy mountains covered in 
statuesque fir trees. And the air 
is heavy with the scent of wild 
sage. 

As a journey it does not rank 
with Odysseus ’ 1 0-year struggle 
to return home after the Trojan 
wars but it is a wonderful experi- 
ence of life as it is really lived on 
the most unspoiled of the Greek 




islands. 

It was actually the romance of 
Homer’s Odyssey which drew 
us to Ithaca. His hero Odysseus 
lived on the island and braved 
many adventures to return to the 
loving arms ofhis wife Penelope. 
The Odyssey is one of the earli- 
est and greatest works of West- 
ern literature and has ensured that 
Ithaca’ s name will always have a 
special resonance. 

Indeed, the island serves as a 
metaphor for life itself in 
Constantine Cavafy’s poem 
Ithaca, which famously was read 
at Jacqueline Kennedy’s funeral. 
It says: 

“When you set out on the voy- 
age to Ithaca 

Pray that your j oumey may be 
long 

Full of adventures, full of 
knowledge.” 

Despite the romance of its 
name and its prime position in the 
Ionian chain of islands - Corfu is 
nearby - Ithaca has not been 
spoiled at all by tourist develop- 
ment. The population swells in 
the summer but the lack of expan- 
sive sandy beaches will always 
prevent it becoming a major holi- 
day destination. 

That is what makes it a delight 
to visit. If you like doing nothing 
- or very little - and want the 
soundtrack to your holiday to be 
the distant bleating of goats or the 
crowing of a cockerel, then Ithaca 
could be the place you have been 
searching for. 

W e flew to nearby Cephalonia, 
which some say is the place 
Homer really had in mind when 
he wrote about Odysseus’s 
homeland, and caught a late- 
night ferry for the short distance 
to Vathy. 

The entrance to Vathy’ s har- 
bour is a narrow channel guarded 
by two rocky peaks. Did Homer 


have them in mind when he imag- 
ined Odysseus sailing between 
the twin crags which were home 
to the six-headed monster Scylla 
and the terrible whirlpool 
Charybdis? 

Probably not, but it is nice to 
speculate on the prospect as you 
hike over one of the hills to reach 
one of the island’ s charming and 
almost-deserted little shingle 
beaches. 

The geological forces that 
thrust the islands out of the Io- 
nian Sea continue to shape the 
landscape. Just over 50 years ago 
a severe earthquake flattened 
many of the buildings and our 
hotel was among those tastefully 
restored after its shaking. 

The Perantzada Hotel is a neo- 
classical 1 9th century mansion. 


set back in a little alleyway run- 
ning parallel to the waterfront. It 
is a stylish boutique hotel that 
features quirky works of art in 
every room and is a cool place to 
chill out when you have had 
enough of mooching around the 
island. 

It seems to be a favourite des- 
tination for honeymoon couples 
and is upmarket yet relaxed and 
easy-going. One special feature 
is the swimming pool where you 
can float peacefully and enj oy the 
view across the rooftops to the 
harbour. 

The shaking earth and the pas- 
sage of time have meant that there 
are precious few ancient Greek 
remains to look at on the island. 
And there is even less reason to 
suppose that the so-called Ho- 
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Loja F, Ruq Vitor 
Costa e Silva, No. 15,
